"Ths Osnsra Conference, 

"During both ths first sad second phase of tho oonf er on oo, tho East 
Oormn delegation did not reoeive one single directive from tho Ministry for 
Foroign Affair, and performed its work independent of ftlalsterlel otmtrol. 
This is attribute to ths fact that Foreign Minister Br. Lothar Bols, Beputy 
Foroiga Mlnlstsr Otto Wlnser, and tho othor offioials im in constant touoh 
with Sorlst Foroign Minister Oroayko. In addition, the periods bstwssn confer- 
on«o ssssions wsro too briof to allow enough time for obtaining direotion 
from the Ministry in last Berlin. ^^ 

"It is not believed in official East Owns* elrelee that the Western 
Powers will ewer agree to the establishment of an ell-German 'Joamlttee oompoeed 
of equal nuabere of representatives from both German eta tee. This is partially 
due to ths sxtreme test German opposition to this soheme. Further, the 
Western Powers realise, in the opinion of the Bast Germane, that the creation 
of suoh a ooamlttee would hare a disastrous effsot on internal West Oerman 
politios. The Westsrn Powers will eventually realise that the re-uftlfloatlon 
of Germany will never beooms a feet, no aattsr what the West might propose to 
that end. At this moment, the East Germans feel the re-ualf leat ion of Germany 
is no longer a major factor in East Oerman policy. Greater emphasis is now 
being placed upon the fight against West German militarism. Isgotlstioas 
between the Westsrn Powsrs and ths Soviet Union are mors likely to oonosrn 
such toploo as barring atoalo weapons from the West German foroes or ths 
liquidation of militarism in Wsst Germany. The pries which ths Sovists tmf 
bs willing to psy for suoh oonoessions would, however, not be ths unification 
of Germany, as proposed by the Western Powers. That price would, at best? be 
an agreement on the status quo including Western rights in Berlin* 

"Future moves of ths Bast German Ministry for Foreign Affairs. « 

"Prior to the oonolueion of the EUsnhower-Khruehehsv talks, ths tr 
Ministry will not undertake any important stsps in the field of fbrslgh 
polioy. In ths consular field, however, several measures will be undertaken 
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during the ooming month** 

"1. The Ministry will otui atamping East German transit 
vieaa in Federal Republic of Germany peseporta of Weat Berlinera deeiroue 
of traveling to other "Socialist' countriea via Bast Germany. Those visas 
will, in too future, be affixed to an inserted page of the West Berlin 
personal identity documenta. Thia Ministry proposal has already been 
approved by the SED Central Committee Politburo. 

"2. foreign natioaala traveling to Weat Berlin will no longer 
reoeire an Eaat. German transit viea for travel through East Oernany xo West 
Berlin. Slnoe, in Eaat German opinion, Weat Berlin is located in East German 
territory, foreign natioaala wishing to travel to Weat Berlin will be iaaued 
Eaat German 'entry viaaa for West Berlin.' This latter measure has not, 
repeat not, been deoided upon by the Foreign Policy Commission of the 3ED 
Politburo, a position paper has however been prepared on this subject by 
the Ministry for Foreign affairs. 

"The Ei8enhower-Khruahohev talka. 

"United Statea agreement to these taUce is a sign that the U.S. 
has adopted a more conciliatory policy toward the Soviet Union. The talka 
will probably be an exchange of ideas on varioua problem* and will not 
reeult in any substantive decision*. The talka Will, however, result in 
another four power conference. If the agenda of such a conference were to 
include Germany and Berlin, the Soviet Union would demand Eaat and Weat 
German participation. 

"Separate Eaat German-Soviet peaoe treaty. 

"The Soviet* will not conclude any separate peace treaty with 
Eaat Germany prior to the conclusion of the Bi*enhow*r-Birtt*hchev talka 
and any subsequent conferences, since such action would aggravate the preeent 
aituation. (Eaat Germany's contemplated meaaurta with regard to viaaa for 
West Berliners and foreign nationals traveling to Weat Berlin are not 
considered aggravating, since they do not affect the right* of the Western 
Powers in Weat Berlin. ) 

"It is the oonseneue of opinion in the Ministry for Foreign 
Affaire that the Soviets will not take any unilateral action in Berlin as 
long as negotiations are going on. This opinion is based on the 
anrushohev preaa conference of 5 August, in whioh he made a statement to 
that effect. The Miniatry further believea that, even in the event of a 
prolonged pause in negotiations, no change in the present Berlin atatus 
would ooour.
